man and three children, supposed to 
be Mrs. Belle Gunness and her babes, J 
were burned to death 
April 27th. 
This is the sixth body found since 
noon, yesterday, and the tenth since 
the G mi ness house burned. 
Immediately following the discov­ 
ery of this body the sheriff and his 
deputies began excavating in other 
“soft spots,’* nearby. In one a hu­ 
man rib and several 
bones 
found, buried under a rubbish heap. 
.The sheriff believes several bodies 
will be found near this spot when 
the digging is resumed this after­ 
noon. 
The authorities are unable to tell 
whether the bones of the last body 
are those of a man or a woman. Tt 
was found near the spot where the 
bodies were taken out yesterday. The 
head had been completely severed 
and the trunk chopped to pieces. The 
leg bones were broken off as if chop­ 
ped with a clever. One bone, after 
having been broken, was trimmed to 
a point.

BOB EVANS 
of the 
Pacific 
fleet, all under th e personal com­ 
mand of Admiral Evans, 
steam ed 
slowly through the Golden Gate and 
dropped anchor at th e end of their 
14,000 mile voyage. 
It was a sight never to be forgot­ 
ten. 
Nearly fifty ships of war, th e 
greatest fleet ever gathered under 
the stars and stripes, are assembled 
along the southern front of the city. 
Seldom even in tim e of war is such 
a gathering of warships seen under 
any flag. 
The most impressive p art of^ th e 
grand parade was the uniting of th e 
Pacific and A tlantic fleets w ithin 
the high walled harm or. 
It was th e 
crowning spectacle of the rem arka­ 
ble display. 
Admiral Evans rejoined th e fleet 
a t Santa Cruz, although so weak and 
sick th at he had.to be carried up th e 
gang plank by four stalw art sailors, 
and the ships sailed for this city 
late yesterday afternoon. 
All along 
the coast watch fires 
of 
ranchers 
signaled "welcome” to the ships, and 
occasionally from th e distant hills 
the roar of the anvil echoed across 
the waters, to be answered by th e 
flash of the searchlights. Shortly be­ 
fore 9 o’clock the Connecticut came 
abreast the lightship, which m arks 
the outer lim it of the channel into 
the harbor, and a moment later the 
anchor chains rattled 
through th e 
pipes. 
By noon it is estim ated over 8 
million people were Tn a position to 
see the ships pass Into th e harbor. 
From the Golden Gate to the south­ 
ern limits of the city all the hills and 
buildings were covered with people. 
Prom ptly at noon, with the Connec­ 
ticut leading, the Atlantic fleet pass­ 
ed in single file through the Golden 
Gate. 
As the flagship passed F o rt 
Winfield Scott a twelve-inch rifle 
on the heights roared. It was th e 
first gun of the salute from the arm y 
to the navy. 
A moment later from 
the opposite cliff came the answering 
boom from 
the 
Baker guns, and 
twenty-one guns were fired slowly 
from each side as the fleet passed. 
As the fleet turned into the lower 
anchorage, nine ships of the Pacific 
fleet, which had been anchored be­ 
hind 
the 
heights of Engelsland, 
moved from their anchorage and fell 
into line behind 
the 
battleships. 
Gathered in full view of the immense 
crowd were 18 battleships of the 
highest power, 9 armored cruisers 
and at the end of the line came the 
destroyer flotilla, supply ships, and 
over fifty In all.
